The Readjuster Leader on the Result 


' in Virginia. 


What »«e Thai-sen Upon His Oppo- 


nents.-He Calls on H in .Follower* 


to Jtally 1'oi'the rresHientiai 


r campaign. '. 


G, Vn., Nov. 10,-Tho long 


promised address of Senator Maliono to tha 
Readjuster party, on the results of the recent 
elcctiou iii this "state has been made public. 
I'.hu document contains fully 50,003 words, 
and is evidently intended for the whole 
pooplc of the United States as well as for tho 
ulhorents of the party to whom it is addressed. 


! salient, points aro as follows: 
To the'. Readjuster party of \-ii'Kiiua: 


When a dominant party, organized around 
preat and cudurins principles and composed 
of n decided ina.iority of voters in n state, is 
suddenly overwhelmed and made to appear

Hero follows an elaborate history o£ the 


Readjuster party in Virginia. As to blood- 
shed and crime, Gen. Mahono says: "It is not 
pleasant to hold up crime and lawlessness to 
the world's gaze, but when tho fruits of these 
are made to seem tho honest will and opinion 
o£ our people it is a patriotic duty to let the 
truth bo known. Virginia, so long exempt 
from

upou the political records of some of her sis- 
ters, has, under Bourbon instigation, been 
dragged, even at this late day when the 
whole country hoped for peace, into scenes 
and methods no whit less bloody nor less 
brutal than thoso which flourished in tho 
palmiest days of Ku-KJax and white leagues.

Everything is now settled, so fur as the 


Ludington mine is concerned, but tho miners 
aver that unless thoy hear favorably from 
tho Chapin management thoy will stop every 
pump in the mine and compel tho pumpmen 
to leave tbcir posts. A stoppage of the 
pumps for a single day -will work thousands 
of. dollars' damage to tho Chapin, which is a 
sb'f tore mine; but since there is no one on the 
ground now to ' act for tho company.it is 
barely possible that tho men will not recede 
from their determination. Nouo of tho stock- 
holders of the company nro residents oC 
Michigan, and it now looks as if the only 
thing that can keep the pumps running will 
be "a telegraphic order to the mine captain to 
send the men back to work ou the old condi- 
tions.

to thorn, but apparently never is sought 
by them. 
Delmonioo's 
down 
town, 


the Astor house rotunda, the Morton 
house, on Union square, and the Fifth 
Avenue hotel, fire the chief resorts of 
this class of men. 
in Delmonico's. you 


meet old-time merchants, broken brokers, 
ruined speculators, fellows who in other 
days roosted .on the topmost perch of 
fortune, and decayed merchants of every 
possible variety. 


It occured to m« this moruiug that, 


just for the funiot it, I would Tisit one of 
thesa places and see how many of theso 
raon about town I could pick up in tho 
coiirso ot half an^hour's observation, 
I 


wont flrst of all to Delmonico's, and had 
buroly passed iuside when I ran against 
un old time Union [general, who has a 
fair war record and nt times held high 
oflice in a bic city. His name, for many 
reasons, is better known than that of 
many a greater man. 1 know him fifteen 
yearo ago, when ho hold high political 
oflice, the income from which was be- 
tween $20,000 and 840.00D a year. 
For 


several consecutive years he was a gen- 
'erous liver, saved nothing and, I daresay, 
loaned and gave away a great Jdeal of 
money. Being relieved of the cares of 
office, he entered tho practice ot his pro-

lunch time, and every stool and chair 
was occupied. At the pia counter men 
stood three deep. All -jsorts and condi- 
tions ot men wt>ro there, Kev. Morgan 
Dix, with his bowl ot Julian soup, tD 
John Kelly and his oyster patty, Max 
Maretzek and his dozen raw, Charles A. 
Dana and his rare roast beet, and Jimmv 
O'Brien with his glass ot milk, 
I was 


there, you remember, for business.

was looking f°r men ^0 ^76 on their 
wits. If 1 was asked to driuk once, I 
was asked twenty times.

There I found all manner of men, old- 


time soldiers, political bummers, jour- 
nalistic dead beats, poor actors, and that 
rVidescrihable set of men known as hang- 
ers-on. I do not regard men who havo 
bona-fide enterprises in hand, and who 
desire by their influence to 
promote 


them, as living by their wits in an 
offensive sense. My observation and ex- 
perience taach me that promoters, as a 
rule are men without money, who are 
quick to discover the good poinis in aa 
enterprise and have a knack of inducing 
other people to invest' their money, a 
very small portion of which is piyen by 
the owner to the promotar.for getting the 
capital. That sort of thing I suppose is 
legitimate, and, as one ot them said to 
me once, "tho genius of this consists in 
inducing the outside party to pay for a 
thing, of which you are to havo u large 
share for nothing." in one sense it is il- 
legitimate, but as the world got-a it is all 
richt I suppose. 


I call a man, "ono who lives by his 


wita" when he deliberately turns hia 
back on normal occupation and pulls the 


t»t of friends ur acquaintances for sus- 
tenance, which an equal amounb of in- 
dustry in a 
legitimate 
field 
would 


give him in his rrght. Of this class of 
men New York has its full share. Every 
profession is disgraced by them, all aven- 
ues of trade are traveled by them, and to 
a very great extent is due .to them the 
cold shoulder which men of the. world 
Cnd by experience, is best to turn upon 
all applicants for charity. 


But this is not fair, after all, for th?re 


are thousands of men.old men, played 
out men, who really ought to be- aided 
and comforted. Perhaps the good young 
lady's scheme has merit iu it after all. 
Shall needed charity be withered because 
scalawags who can work are lazy and 
live by their wits? I hope not. I presume 
human nature in Philadelphia is the 
same as it is here—or neirly so. In your 
own experience thero are scores of men 
and an occasional woman who never do 
anything but scheme for a living. They 
make it their trade, and, being industri- 
ous at it, succeed. They would succeed 
just-as well m legitimate Trays, but that 
they don't hacker for.
